Dr. A. S. Eve, I'.B.S. addressed 
the Physical Society at the nineth 
meeting held this session yesterday. 
The subject of his address was based 
on'MOIcciroiysIa'" and the "Peculiar 
Valtail State of Iron," He performed 
the same experiments which Faraday 
made mention of In a letter to another 
scientist of his day named Schoenbeln.

Photograph Laboratories 
Of McGill Are Costliest 
And Greatest In Country 



(By M. H.F.I , 
Of il..- three thousand students who 
iltend ihe University, not more than 
a uutirier of them are aware that 
within the bounds of their Ali|>a 
Mater is boused the greatest photo- 
graphy dopartmonf In Canada. This 
department was installed last July in 
the .Medical Ruildlng at a tremendous 
cost of time and money. 

I'ne of the most delicate and expen- 
sive Instruments is a twenty-foot 
photomicrograph, it is claimed to be 
the second largest on the continent 
nnd the largest In Canada. It has the 
latest improvements nnd attachments. 
It cost the university about $15.000. 
An ordinary glass slide, such as Is 
used in microscopes. Is put into a 
crevice in the machine, and the 
.specimen on the slide Is seen about 
l'Ono Unies Its natural size. A side at- 
tachment permits photos to bo taken 
of this Image. This machine Is used 
for medical purposes, in the pulp and 
paper Industry, In the woolen Indus- 
try, and :n criminology. Work has 
been sent to the department from nil 
oyer Canada, and from certain parts 
or the United Stales, England, and 
even Australia. 

Another ingenuous and huge ma- 
chine Is the photostat. This machine 
Ik used lo take reproductions of very 
Inrge sections, such as a book-leaf Or 
a large photograph. A similar machina 
for enlargements of sections and 
portraits is also used where great 
microscopic accuracy and an even 
diffusion of colour Is required. 

The time element, is an Important 
factor. At the McGIII laboratories It 



is attempted to reduce II to a mini- 
mum. Thus work which would by 
ordinary methods take sonic ten 
hours Is here done with the aid of the 
Dry Mounting Press in about ten 
scsondf . 

These machines and a couple of 
Inrge cameras are used to make the 
rinesi photos possible by the latest up- 
to-date methods. 

The person | n charge, of the techni- 
cal details, Mr. ,1 . s. Boyd, and his 
assistant, Mr. W. Boyd, arc experi- 
enced craftsmen and authorities on 
the subject. 

Combined with the technical depart- 
ment of the photography lahorltorles 
Is an Art department of which Miss 
H. Blaekstock Is | n charge. Miss 
Blackstock Is a noted artist and has 
done a great deal of marvelous work. 
Her drawings and paintings of various 
part of the human anatomy and her 
Plaster-casts and clay models of sec- 
tions of the human body are among 
the finest In the country. Many 
specimens of her' work can be seen In 
the medical museums. 

The McGIII Photography Labora- 
horator.es do work for the various 
hospitals In Canada as well as for 
private doctors. Among their many 
clients are some of the greatest paper 
and woolen manufacturers, as well us 
the Canadian Government. The La- 
boratories, also do work for many of 
the Canadian Museums. Messrs. 
Boyd have developed a system of 
taking clariflod photographs In which 
a principal similar to that ' of the 
colour-elimination spectroscope is in- 
volved.

W.O, WDodhead Lectures Cn Ancient 
Greek 



GREAT DIFFERENCE 



Explains How Tragedies 
Originated From Ancient 
Dithyrambic Hymns 

"Some people who saw the Greek 
play Agcainemnon when It was played 
by a number of young amateur actors 
in the Harvard Stadium recently, 
claimed, and I think with a great deal 
of truth, that these old Greek dramas 
wore far greater than most of our 
modern plays, going even as far back 
as Shakespeare. And they were view- 
ing these plays under a handicap, that 
of poor acting, and lack of acquaint- 
ance with the subject matter." This 
was the statement of Prof. W. D. 
Woodhead last night at the first of 
a series of free extension lectures on 
the Greek Drama. 

"Tho difference between the Greek 
Drama and the modern drama aro 
very striking. The great stumbling 
block to modern actors who desire to 
emulate the Greek plays of old Is of 
errursc the Chorus But It is absolute- 
ly Impossible to eliminate this chorus. 
It would be like playing Hamlet with- 
out a Prince of Denmark." 

A Greek tragedy, the speaker de- 
clared, was poetic throughout. It con- 
sists of two parts, the dialogue and the 
chorus lyrics, which served to inter- 
vene between the dm inn tic portions, or 
episodes, and thus served in the same 
way as the modern curtain. 

The origin of the tragody, the lec- 
turer declared, was very doubtful. 
Arltole tells us, with prubahly a large 
element of truth, that the tragedy was 
Improvisa.llonal In origin, and probably 
started with the Dithyrambic hymns. 
These hymns were originated In the 
rural districts to sing the praises of 
the God Dionysus. This Improvement 
took on a more concrete form as time 
went on. Including new dancing and 
singing. 

Some man then, It is probable, 
bridged the great gap between the 
Dithyrambic hymn and the tragic dra-

TO 

CAUSE Of_FAILuIS 

Students are too Careless in 
Answering Exam Questions 



London, — (By Exchange Service) 
— The report of the examinations of 
the Royal Society of Arts during lfiHG 
is contained in a recent issue of tho 
Journal of the Society. It states that 
it is intended In future to h"ld three 
examinations yearly, one ai Faster, 
a second at Whitsuntide, and a third 
in July, tho latter heing divided into 
two sets of papers. One of these will 
he based on the old syllabuses, and de- 
signed for evening students; the other 
for students of day schools will he 
based on syllabuses specially prepar- 
ed by the Kxamlnntlons Committee; 

Owing to the strike in May, the 
July examinations were enlarged con- 
siderably, and this resulted in a large 
Increase in the number of 'candidates. 
The nu miner of papers worked was 
S3, 24<;, compared with 7(t.ti3S III 1025. 
while the remnknblc growth in num- 
bers since 11100. when the total num- 
ber of papers was under 10,000, Is 
very gratifying. In J92U the pass mark 
In Stage II. was raised from 40 per 
cent: to 50 per cent, which removed 
an anomaly and made the puss mark 
uniform in all stages. 

The common faults of candidates, 
the report stales, appear to be very 
much the same year after year and 
a great many fail because they will 
rot, or cannot, read the questions in- 
telligently and will give answers to 
questions that are not sel. Pupils 
should be drilled vigorously into con- 
sidering carefully the wording of 
questions before they start to write 
the answers. 

A very pleasing feature of th ex- 
amination was, the report adds, die 
striking success obtained hy blind 
candidates from the Royal Normal 
School and Worcester College for the 
Blind, who had been Instructed In tin 
use of the Braille system of short- 
hand and entered the oxamtimt'on for 
tho first time this year, All those 
candidates passed In a most credlt-

PACIFIC OCEAN IS 
GREATEST ROUTE 

Atlantic Ocean is Declining in 
Commercial importance 



That the Pacific ocean is rapidly 
overcoming the Atlantic for commer- 
cial purposes was the decision arrivé 
at ye«terda.y afternoon by the Arts '23 
debaters. 

Mr. Cuniton and Mr. A. G. Nairn, 
who acted as judges, awarded the de- 
cision to the affirmative, MacLellan 
and Macl.ennan by a v<»ry narrow 
margin. Although the negative, Marier 
nnd I.afleur, had better style, their 
opponents were better prnpnred. 

l.aury Marks, chairman of tho Arts 
'29 defcatin* team. In his h-umorou» 
way arose to Introduce the" debate, 
"Kesolved that the future bolon»s to, 
the Pacific ocean rather than to the 
Atlantic". The first speaker, Macal- 
lan, contrasted the weather conditions 
of the Pacific with those of the At- 
lantic, «tating that the Pacific stands 
for peace ami is not nearly as stormy 
as the Atlantic. It Is also much larger 
in area thwn the Atlantic. His chief 
point of argument was concerning the 
udevelaped countries on the coast of 
the great ocean. Chinese civilization 
is progreseinif by leaps and bounds. 
There, are mow 15 Universities in China 
lie then spake at some length about 
advantages of Australia, stating that 
the demand for labor is much great- 
er than in Great Britain. Of course 
this would lead to a migration of 
workers from England to Australia. 
The original would profit by the mis- 
takes of the rest of Europe. 

Lafleur spoke next. Jin, his attempt 
to .shew that the Atlantic still holds 
the greater opportunity for navigation 
and world commerce, he pointed out 
that the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, which he said was the "Nucleus 
of Europe" traded almost exclusively 
over the Atlantic. He said that China 
was ono of the oldest civilizations In 
the world and at prosont was in a 
state of stagnation. Japan Is more 
highly civilized and is considered more 
dangerous by the Uinltod States. Its 
layout and position is very similar to 
that of Grrat Britain. 

MaclyOiinan lh«n arose to defend the 
first speaker. He said "as Komc fell, 
so will the Atlantic Ocean". Great Bri- 
tain is now able to hold her owm but 
cannot go boyond that. The naval 
.power of the United Stales and Japan 
have increased by letups and bounds. 
In 1919 the United States started one 
of her greatest fleets un tho Pacific

"I would train hoys to habits of 
thrift, punctuality, consosclentlousness 
and check up on them. 

"I would gel rid of his business nth

"I would (.-ct rid of college snobbery, 
and stop waste of time." 

.So spoko Roger nahsnn, the renown- 
ed statlelaii and offeciency expert, the 
guiding light of many a big business 
'man, whose efficiency varies as the de- 
pendability of Mr. Hanson's curves and 
graphs. 

'^Evidently Mr. Habson, In a moment 
of relaxation, turned bis attendons, 
his efficient mind, on the subject of 
heightening the effects "f a college 
course. He saw many points where 
Hie machlnc-like precision of modern 
business was being violated in prin- 
ciple by those who Intended to enter 
a career of business In the future. 

The punctuality, the bodily training 
are apparently the great points of Mr. 
Unbson's suggested improvements. It 
Is curious, however, how big business 
can now tinge our universities with a 
coating of "efficiency veneer", with 
hardly a show of protest from those 
who ridicule his business principles 
when adopteil by colleges. We look 
at the above suggestions with hardly 
u thought that they ore revolutionary. 
Big Business Why such an apathetic 
attitude? 

The reason Is simple. Mr. Babson. 
when he dies, may desire to endow ft 
university which will teach the sub- 
jects he may desire, in the wuy he de- 
sires them to be taught, with the re- 
quired punctuality, business methods, 
und so- on. Many colleges are now 
founded upon such principles. Gra- 
duates from these colleges are success- 
ful. They put out the staid, drivelling, 
routine business man, the corpulent 
"Masters of industry". 

Mr. Bubson is right. But isn't this 
clear? That some of these rules, en- 
forced by faculty laws, would tend to 
ruin the freedom of colleges? Free 
spirits there are, men who detest rou- 
tine, men who. though inefficient In 
the business sense of the word, will 
be fully as great In higher fields of 
endeavor. These men could not pos- 
sibly nurture their meat gifts under 
the subjugating influence of the effi- 
ciency expert. And colleges were 
founded in the first place for these 
men. For the fostering or the Arts, 
of the .Sciences, for the bettering of 
man's estate, for research work. 

The man of letters or the scientific 
Investigator, may draw up a self-im- 
posed schedule to which he adheres 
very strictly. However, a schedule Im- 
posed by an outsider, Interference of 
such a restricting nature often ham- 
l»ib the working of a man's bruin. Is 
11 necessary then. .Mr. Babson, that 
lime clocks and such evidence of com- 
mercialism be brought in as part of 
the regular college puraphcrnttliu? We 
personally think that it would ruin a 
great part of our college .'raining. 

Strictly speaking, we are rallier dis- 
appointed at the efficiency expert's cri- 
ticisms. There are so many thing 
that you forgot, Mr. Babson : No men- 
tion of racoon coats, for the eight hour 
day, ot indices of production, of exlru 
pay for overtime, of the coeds In con- 
nection with the little item about 
. thrift, of the hum and egg situation in 
the boarding houses! 

And no mention, Mr. Babson, of the 
-professors who would violate the labor 
laws by claiming that his students 
should study twice us much outside 
ills course us he does during that one 
hour lecture! 

We wish you all kinds of good luck, 
Mr. Babson, when you endow your 
Spurton college, but we doubt, nay, we 
fear that you may p-ossibly be con- 
tending against human nature instead 
of against habit, with that stern dis- 
cipline of yours. And human nature 
is very hard to change, Mr. Babson!

GREEK DRAMAS BETTER 
THAN MODERN PLAYS

m., by taking the part of Dionysus 
himself and Interrupting the hymn by 
a monologue. 

Alliens look the first step by recog- 
ni/.inç tragedy as a distinct pari in 
Hie worship ol Dionysus; Aller a while, 
a second actor was allowed lo take 
pari, allowing now I'o'r dialogue, and, 
Willi I was more Important, giving 
grounds for a conflict of wills Soon 
there were as many ns nine actors in 
;t tragedy. After a while any limine 
figuring in history was allowable. In 
the eourse of Its development it became 
Influenced by new literary forms, 
which changed Hie subject and gave a 
greater scope. However, the chorus 
was never discarded because of its 
religious origin. 

The Greek plays were presented at 
religious festivals. Just like the miracle 
and mystery plays In early Britain. In 
Greece, however, one pluy could only 
have one performance, ait cither one 
of two great festivals. The festivals 
took place in March, lasting nearly a 
week. Spectacles were In order, while 
all business and even the law courts 
were discontinued during the week. So 
important were the plays thought, that 
the people who could not afford il 
were given money by the state so that 
they should go to the "festival. All the 
plays presented were shown in compe- 
tition for a prize, in the same spirit 
as at the games held at Olympus in 
honor of a God. The tragedies were 
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performed In the morning, the come- 
dies In the afternoon. A selection of 
the three competitors in each group 
was made beforehand by a magistrale, 
who selected the best plays in each of 
the two classes. 

The expenses of production were met 
by some rich man. whose duty it was 
to see to the training of the choruses 
and so on. He was thus the producer 
or patron. 

The t Ilea lie itself was an open air 
semicircle. The people sal on the 
edge of the hillside, while the orchestra 
was the flat part In the centre, where 
both the actors and choruses danced 
and acted. There was later a dressing 
room at the back, called the Skene or 
scene, because ll served as a back- 
ground, The actors had lo have very 
powerful voices, and they also w'ore 
luaskes. The playwright usually look 
pari In the play which be hud written, 
while women did not net al all In the 
plays. 

The technical equipment was very 
simple — a crane to shift the figures 
of the gods which were placed over 
the scene. A trap door was also found 
necessary, due to the appearance and 
disappearance of ghosts at frequent In- 
tervals 

The speaker then described the play 
Itself. The audience assembles, hav- 
ing been summoned by the heralds, 
who announce the themes of the dif- 
ferent plays, They already know some- 
thing about the stories, for all of them 
come from mythology. 

After a prologue, a chorus enters and 
sings. Then the play continues, 
dramatic dialogue and choral inter- 
lude alternating one an other for four 
or five episodes, when came the Exo- 
dus. 

The circumstances were so greatly 
different, explained the speaker, from 
present da}' drama, that we cannot 
easily imagine tile songs and dances 
of the choruses, we cannot appreciate 
the religious significance, and we know 
nothing of these plays which were 
produced to be played but once. We 
look in vain for the various components 
which would produce the complete 
tragic draina in modern times. 

The choruses are present during tin 
entire presentation of the drama, as 
spectators as well as actors in the play. 
As the tragedy became more and more 
emotional, It was found hard to man- 
age thé chorus, so later they were used 
only for the interludes which often bad 
no rotation to the pluy at all. 

When a catastrophe took place a 
messenger Is brought before the audi- 
ence to announce the fact.
